IN PRIVATE LUNCHEON CONVERSATION NOV 26 WITH S/P 
DEPUTY DIRECTOR LEWIS, FOREIGN MINISTRY'S DIRECTOR 
GENERAL FOR POLICY AMBASSADOR MOLINA SALAS DESCRIBED 
GOA VOTING POSITION ON BOTH KHMER REPRESENTATION ISSUE 
AND KOREA ISSUE PENDING IN 29TH UNGA. GOA VIEW ON 
KOREAN ISSUE UNCHANGED (I.E. THEY WILL ABSTAIN ON ALL 
COUNTS). MOLINA SALAS CONFIRMED CHANGE IN KHMER POSITION 
INDICATED IN REFTEL. GOA, HE SAID, WILL, AS REPORTED 
PREVIOUSLY, DEFINITELY VOTE FOR FRIENDLY ASIAN RESOLUTION. 

BUT IT WILL CAST AFFIRMATIVE VOTE ON ISSUE OF PRIORITY ON 
CALENDAR IF THAT IS ABSOLUTELY NECESSARY FOR PASSAGE. GOA 
HAS SUBSTANTIAL PROBLEM WITH PROCEDURAL ISSUE, HOWEVER, AND 
WOULD STRONGLY PREFER TO ABSTAIN. IT WILL DO SO 
IF IT SEES THAT ITS VOTE WOULD NOT BE DECISIVE ONE 
WAY OR THE OTHER. HE NOTED THAT AFFIRMATIVE VOTE ON 
PROCEDURAL ISSUE MIGHT GIVE GOA PROBLEMS WITH PRC, BUT 
SAID THEY COULD BE HANDLED. 
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
